E plies us wu all that Grandeur 
and Art could make it. Col- 
umn*, of atone finely carved ; al- 
tars and aruoifixes, rich with 
gold and color ; the beautiful 
temple of Diana i these and many 
other thingi combined made 
Ephesas one of the grandest and 
most famous cities. And yet 
with all its perfection, Epheeus 
contained much wickedness, her 
men were wicked and ofttimes 
brutal, cruel and unrelenting to 
the weak and helpless, who in 
turn could only groan tinder their 
wrongs. There was do bright 
future to look to, no Heaven to 
work for and gain ; all was dark 
and uncertain before them. Here 
comes a plain man, whose person 
was homely, but with a gospel 
whose grandeur, magnificence 
and lustre tar out-rivalled the 
brightness of metal, and the skill 
of their cunning craftsmen ; and 
who also preached a new God 
who was all. powerful, knew 
everything and was everywhere. 
No wonder the image-makers 
opposed .Paul and sought to poi- 
son the minds of the people. 
This doctrine was all right un- 
til it interfered with their busi- 
ness, then it must te stopped. 

Atter Demetrius had stirred 
up bis fellows, they caught Paul's 
travelling companions and with 
them rushed into the theatre. 
Paul, too, would have gone, hut 
hie friends advised him not to 
enter into the theatre. Here, all 
was uproar, and when anyone 
would speak, they cried aloud, 
aome one thing and some anoth- 
er, so that everywhere was con- 
fusion. 

The Jews selected Alexander 
to defend them, but the noise 
was so great that he could not be 
heard. At last the town clerk 
spoke and restored order. 

After Epbesus had again been 
quieted, Paul visits Macedonia, 
and after exhorting them to good 
works he departed and came to 
Greece.
